Mr. McCo- 
mas (Md.). referring to the alleged 
cruelties of American'Soldiers la th* 
Philippines—cruelties which he deeply 
deplored—told of some of the cruelties 
which had occurred on both sides dar- 
ing the civil war. Neither side, a* 
held, was to be responsible for too** 
regrettable occurrences, aa a*lth 
side approved of them. In this con- 
nection he suggested that senators 
from South Carolina or Mississippi, 
"where there. Is less popular liberty 
than ia any others," were shouting 
loudest for constitutional liberty '. 
the Philippines. 


These remarks drew a sensation, 


reply from Mr. Tillman IS. C-). who 
declared that it was no longer possi- 
ble to sneer away th* responslMUtles 
for the Infamies committed by the 
Americans i9-the Philippines. H* saM 
that If it had been known in the south 
that the reins of government were to 
be given to the negroes, the civil wa» 
would havebeenprolonged indefinitely 
He insisted that in order to maintain 
their self-respect, the wait* people ot 
the south, had- been obliged to subdue 
the negro, by whatever mean* they 
could, using the shotgun as one of the 
mean*. He frankly described how the 
negroes had been defeated at the 
polls, admitting that ta* whites had 
gotten just such njajoritta* as were 
necessary- 
"When w* «et ready to 


put a nigger's face ia the sand." he 
shouted, "we put his body there, too. 
He declared that the people of the 
south never would submit to aegro 
domination, and fc* hoped Republican 
senators would turn from their "game 
of deviltry In th* Philippines" and 
assist the sooth to rid Itself of the 
threat of negro domination- 


Mr. Burton (Kan.) arraigned Mr. 


Tillman for his utterances. He as- 
serted that the senator who could de- 
fend slavery and government by the 
shotgun could not be expected to think 
well of senators who wer* trying to 
carry good g*verac«*ent to the Fili- 
pinos. 
Mr. Burton followed with a 


warm defense of the government's 
policy in the Philippine*, and became 
involved in a heated coUoowy with 
Mr. Rawline (Utah) because he ha* 
denounced some of Mr. Bawlias' state- 
ments as false.
